Usually  the  bonds  or  other  evidence  of 
participation  in  the  schemes  are  mailed. 

The  scheme  may  also  violate  local 
anti-lottery  laws,  even  if  the  mails  are 
not  used,  Adams  added. 

The  chainletter  scheme  in  question  is 
entitled  the  “Spirit  of  ‘76  Invest  in 
America  Plan.”  In  part,  the  letter 
reads:  “Congratulations.  Receiving  this 
list  is  your  first  step  toward  earning 
over  $50,000  in  U.S.  Saving  Bonds. 

The  individual  is  required  to  give 
$37.50  to  the  person  giving  him  the 
letter.  “The  hst  must  have  a  $25  bond 
attached  or  it  is  worthless,”  the  letter 
warned. 

The  bond  attached  should  be  mailed 
to  the  first  person  mailed  on  the  list.

The  new  building  will  enable  the 
hospital  to  double  the  size  of  the 
radiology  department,  contain  central 
processing  facilities  for  nursing 
equipment  and  enlarge  the  pharmacy 
and  dietary  departments. 

According  to  Karma  Pectol, 
administrative  assistant  at  the  hospital, 
400  more  babies  have  been  delievered 
this  year,  than  at  this  time  in  1975.  It 
is  projected  that  the  new  wing  of  the 
hospital  will  just  meet  the  general 
needs  of  the  population  of  the  area 
when  it  is  completed  in  late  1977. 

Included  in  the  seven  stories  will  be 
such  specialties  as  open  heart  surgery. 
A  neurosurgeon  has  also  been  added  to 
the  staff. 

Several  branches  on  campus  have 
made  a  hospital  fund  contribution  part 
of  their  activities  for  the  year.  The 
hospital  plans  to  raise  about  $4.5 
million  through  such  pledges  and  the 
remaining  $10  milhon  of  the  budget 
through  the  sale  of  pubhc  bonds, 
according  to  Mrs.  Pectol. 

Geneva  Steel  has  led'  the 
contributions  with  $1  million  and 
many  others  have  given  substantial 
amounts.

Students  from  out-of-state  who  drive 
in  Utah  should  be  aware  of  both 
campus  and  Utah  traffic  laws,  said  Sgt. 
V.  Ben  Porter,  traffic  coordinator  of 
Provo  City  Police  Department. 

State  law  requires  that  students 
secure  a  non-resident  permit 
immediately  upon  registration  or  they 
will  have  to  buy  Utah  plates  and  pay 
Utah  property  taxes. 

The  permits  are  available  at  the 
information  booth  south  of  Helaman 
Halls  between  7:30  a.m.  and  3:30  p.m., 
Monday  through  Friday. 

Many  out-of-state  students  will  also 
need  a  Utah  driver’s  license  while 
driving  in  Utah,  Sgt.  Porter  added. 
“Unless  their  home  state  is  a  member 
of  the  Driver  License  Compact, 
students  have  60  days  to  get  a  Utah 
driver’s  Ucense,”  he  said. 

A  list  of  the  states  in  the  compact  is 
included  in  the  BYU  “Traffic  Rules 
and  Regulations”  booklet,  the  1976-77 
catalogue  and  the  fall  class  schedule. 

State  law  also  requires  that  any  time 
a  pedestrian  is  in  the  driver’s  half  of  the 
roadway  in  a  crosswalk  or  in  line  with 
the  sidewalk  at  the  end  of  the  block, 
the  driver  must  slow  down  or  come  to 
a  complete  stop. 

The  fine  for  failing  to  yield  to  a 
pedestrian  is  $15.  Drivers  who  pass 
another  car  that  is  stopping  for  a 
pedestrian  will  also  be  fined,  Sgt. 
Porter  said. 

The  Utah  “Driver  Handbook”  also 
lists  one  of  the  pedestrian’s 


Semesters  at  BYU  for  the  1977-78 
school  year  will  be  shortened  to  allow 
longer  breaks  between  winter  semester 
and  spring  term  and  spring  and  summer 
terms.

Five  days  separate  spring  and 
summer  terms  in  1978,  Smith  added. 

Deadlines  for  admission  and  other 
details  of  the  calendar  are  still  to  be 
worked  out,  he  said. 

According  to  Dr.  Robert  K.  Thomas, 
academic  vice  president,  one  reason  for 


responsibilities:  “pedestrians  crossing 
the  roadway  at  places  other  than 
crosswalks  at  intersections  or  marked 
crosswalks  elsewhere  must  yield  the 
right-of-way  to  all  vehicles  upon  the 
roadway.” 

Other  Utah  laws  that  may  be 
unfamiliar  to  out-of-state  students  are 
the  U-turns  and  ri^t-turn— on— red- 
laws.  Cars  may  make  a  U— turn  at  any 
intersection  that  does  not  have  a  “No 
U-tum”  sigii.  Cars  may  also  turn  right 
at  a  red  light  after  coming  to  a 
complete  stop  first,  unless  an  official 
sign  directs  otherwise. 


Students  should  also  be  aware  of 
several  parking  regulations  in  Provo, 
Sgt.  Porter  said.  These  include  not 
parking  on  the  left  side  of  the  street, 
not  parking  on  a  sidewalk  or  in  front  of 
a  public  or  private  driveway  and  not 
parking  within  20  feet  of  a  crosswalk. 
Vehicles  should  not  be  parked  within 
five  feet  of  a  fire  hydrant  or  within  30 
feet  of  a  flashing  beacon,  stop  sign  or 
yield  sign. 

Sgt.  Porter  also  cautioned  students 
about  driving  in  snowy  weather, 
especially  if  they  are  from  a  warm 
climate.  “Always  pump  your  brakes  if 
you  need  to  slow  down  on  an  icy  road” 
he  said,  “so  you  can  maintain  control 
of  your  car.” 

Students  can  pick  up  a  driver 
handbook  at  the  Utah  Driver  License 
Division,  275  N.  500  West,  to  learn  the 
state  traffic  laws.  Driver  licenses  may 
also  be  renewed  and  obtained  at  that 
building.

Ford,  Carter  schedule 
first  of  'Great  Debates' 
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Viking  2  to  land  today 


PASADENA,  Calif.  (AP)  -  The 
Viking  2  Mars  probe  was  given  a 
thorough  checkup  Thursday  for  its 
venturesome  expedition  to  a  planet 
that  is  hostile  and  puzzling,  but  no 
longer  a  stranger. 

The  unmanned  landing  craft  was 
examined  in  preparation  for  its  release 


from  the  orbiting  Viking  2  mother  ship 
today,  and  the  tricky  descent  to  the 
surface. 

Its  landing,  set  for  about  7  p.m. 
EDT,  marks  the  second  stage  of  an 
exploration  already  so  lucrative  that 
scientists  may  spend  years  in  their 
laboratories  refining  the  scientific  gold. 


With  Viking  2  set  to  begin  its  work, 
the  Viking  1  lander  entered  a  period  of 
reduced  activity. 

In  the  six  weeks  since  its  July  20 
landing,  plus  the  previous  month  spent 
in  orbit,  Wdng  1  has  done  much  to  strip 
Mars  of  its  mystery.  Yet  some  major 
issues,  particularly  the  question  of 
Martian  life,  remain  clouded. 

“There  is  no  question  about  the 
success  of  Viking,”  said  the  chief 
project  scientist.  Dr.  Gerald  Soffen. 

At  a  forum  for  visiting  scientists  this 
week,  he  enumerated  Viking  I’s 
observations. 

—  Evidence  of  volcanic,  fluvial 
water-caused,  aeolian  wind-caused  and 
depositional  processes  on  Mars. 

The  great  Vallis  Marineris,  a  series  of 
canyons  that  far  outstrips  our  Grand 
Canyon  in  size,  was  formed  by  much 
more  recent  processes  than  the  craters

NEW  DELHI,  India  -  The  Indian  Parliament  voted  Thursday  to 
investigate  one  of  Prime  Minister  Indira  Gandhi’s  most  outspoken 
critics  —  right  wing  opposition  leader  Subramanian  Swamy,  a 
former  member  of  the  Harvard  University  economics  faculty. 

The  vote  came  amid  accusations  from  Mrs.  Gandhi’s  ruling 
Congress  party  and  pro-Moscow  Communists  that  the  U.S. 
Central  Intelligence  Agency  is  aiding  the  36-year-old  Swamy. 

Political  sources  said  the  unprecedented  investigation  could 
cost  Swamy  his  seat  in  the  Council  of  States,  or  upper  house  of 
Parliament,  even  though  he  has  four  years  remaining  in  his  term.

Lt.  David  Swearingin,  information  officer,  said  the 
reconnaisance  jet  took  off  from  Gowen  Field  at  Boise  and 
apparently  crashed  about  1 1  a.m. 

The  jet  crashed  in  the  Boise  National  Forest  about  75  miles 
northeast  of  Boise.  The  crash  touched  off  a  small  forest  fire 
which  was  quickly  quelled,  spokesmen  said.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  The  question  of 
just  how  low  we  can  push 
unemployment  before  producing  an 
unacceptable  rat^  of'  inflation  is 
becoming  one  of  the  overriding  issues 
of  the  debate  between  Democrats  and 
Republicans. 

Both  agree  that  there  is  a  limit.  Both 
agree  that  there  comes  a  point  beyond 
which  the  Only  workers  remaining  are 
those  of  low  productivity,  and  the  only 
available  plant  capacity  is  of  the  same 
marginal  quality. 

Nobody  seems  able  to  demonstrate 
at  what  point  the  inflationary  line  is 
crossed.  The  answer,  so  important  in 
terms  of  prices  and  jobs,  is  debatable, 
and  probably  will  remain  so  in  view  of 
the  current  poor  state  of  our 
knowledge. 

Not  only  is  there  considerable 
question  about  the  real  rate  of 
unemployment  —  some  say  the 


statistics  overstate  the  case,  some 
maintain  it  understates  -  but  there  is 
uncertainty  also  about  the  level  of 
available  plant  capacity. 


To  encourage  further  production 
when  plant  utilization  is  near  capacity 
is  to  invite  shortages  and  inflation.  To 
attempt  to  curtail  plant  expansion 
when  more  space  is  needed  also  flirts 
with  those  maladies. 


Several  years  ago  Rinfret  Associates, 
a  consulting  organization,  began 
questioning  the  figures. 


On  June  26,  1975,  a  governor  of  the 
Federal  Reserve  System,  Henry  C. 
Wallich,  told  the  Western  Economic 
Association  that  a  review  of  the  figures 
showed  that  indeed  they  were  wrong.

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Now  it's  coal 

Alaska  wealthy  in  resources 


ANCHORAGE,  Alaska  (AP)  -  First  gold,  then 
timber,  then  oil  in  vast  quantities.  Now,  once  again, 
developers  are  looking  hungrily  northward  at  what 
could  be  Alaska’s  richest  natural  resource:  coal. 

Some  geologists  estimate  that  a  trillion  tons  - 
nearly  2,000  years’  supply  at  current  U.S.  production 
rates  -  lie  buried  beneath  the  state’s  586,000  square 
miles.  Some  of  the  deposits  are  hundreds  of  feet 
thick. 

A  barrel  of  oil  has  the  energy  equivalent  of  roughly 
two  to  three  tons  of  coal.  Thus,  if  the  geologists  guess 
right,  Alaskan  coal  has  several  times  the  energy 
potential  of  oil  at  Prudhoe  Bay,  the  10-billion-barrel 
jackpot  which  will  flow  southward  in  mid-1977  when 
the  $7-bilhon  trans-Alaska  pipeline  is  completed. 

“Coal  is  going  to  have  to  get  us  through  this  period 
between  oil  and  the  energy  source  which  is  going  to 
last  us  for  the  next  thousanri  years,’’  said  Dr.  Ernest 
Wolff,  head  of  the  University  of  Alaska’s  Mineral 
Industries  Institute. 

Geologists  believe  that  with  existing  technology 
more  than  130  billion  tons  of  coal  could  be  dug  up 
and  shipped  out  starting  tomorrow. 

There’s  the  rub. 

The  coal  is  there,  all  right,  but  there  is  no  way  to 
ship  it  out,  not  much  of  it  anyway.  About  600 
million  tons  of  coal  are  mined  each  year  in  the  United 
States;  Alaska’s  share,  at  present,  is  less  thana  million 
tons. 

The  state  has  only  one  railroad  line,  from  Seward 
to  Fairbanks,  and  simply  no  port  facilities  able  to 
handle  bulk  coal  in  great  quantities.  Further,  the 
known  coal  deposits  are  so  remote  and  barren  that 
living  conditions  at  the  mines  would  be  extremely 
rugged. 

During  the  last  15  years  nine  coal  mines  have 
opened  in  Alaska  -  and  all  nine  have  gone  out  of 
business. 

The  only  active  operation  is  that  of  the  Usibelh 
Coal  Mine,  Inc.,  on  the  railroad  line  about  120  miles 
south  of  Fairbanks.  It  produces  750,000  tons  a  year, 
all  of  it  used  within  Alaska,  and  even  that  hasn’t  been 
enough  to  satisfy  the  suddenly  swollen  market  during 
the  oil  boom. 

Utilities  serving  60,000  customers  in  Fairbanks  and 
its  outlying  villages  use  Usibelli  coal.  This  past  winter 
one  of  them.  Golden  Valley  Electric  Association, 
advised  customers  to  buy  portable  generators  at 
about  $3,000  each  to  keep  handy  in  case  the  heat 
went  off  and  the  lights  went  out. 

The  Usibelli  mine  is  located  amid  some  of  the 
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state’s  grandest  scenery,  dominated  by  20,000-foot 
Mt.  McKinley,  and  is  its  own  community,  reminiscent 
of  the  turn-of-the-century  Appalacian  coal  towns: 

A  cluster  of  35  weathered  clapboard  company 
houses  for  the  80  mine  employes  and  their  families,  a 
bunkhouse,  a  school  with  1 3  teachers.  And,  unique  in 
Alaska,  a  number  of  “warm-up  barns”  for  people  and 
machines  alike  when  the  temperature  drops  to  50 
below  and  the  accidental  touch  of  cold  metal  to  raw 
flesh  can  sear  the  skin  from  a  miner’s  hand. 

There  is  no  company  store,  however,  and  families 
have  to  buy  their  wares  in  Healy,  a  tiny  railroad  town 
nearby,  or  make  twice-monthly  trips  to  distant 
Fairbanks  for  staples. 

The  mine  has  been  in  the  Usibelli  family  since  1 936 
when  its  founder,  Emil  Usibelli,  immigrated  to  Alaska 
from  Italy.  The  current  company  president  is  his  son, 
Joe  Usibelh,  who  was  born  on  land  his  father  leased 
from  the  state  37  years  ago.  The  present  lease  is 
25,000  acres. 


“We’re  not  a  big  mine,”  Joe  Usibelli  said.  “We  are 
quite  capable  of  doubling  our  production.  We  would 
like  to  get  in  an  export  market  to  the  lower  48  states, 
Japan,  Taiwan  —  don’t  really  care  where  it  goes.” 

Trouble  is,  no  shipping  facilities.  “You  don’t 
handle  coal  like  you  do  groceries,”  he  said.  He  said  he 
could  have  sold  to  Japanese  and  Arab  markets  as  long 
ago  as  1973  if  he  could  have  gotten  the  coal  out  of 
Alaska. 

Lack  of  dock  facihties  was  the  overriding  reason 
why  Usibelli’s  operation  was  passed  up  by  AMAX 
Inc.,  a  giant  coal  company  that  once  expressed 
interest  in  buying  him  out. 

More  recently,  U.S.  Interior  Secretary  Thomas 
Kleppe  signed  a  contract  with  Kaiser  Engineers  of 
Oakland,  Calif.,  to  analyze  the  costs  of  strip-mining 
coal  on  Alaska’s  North  Slope.  But  strip-mining  would 
provoke  the  sort  of  environmental  controversy  that 
complicated  construction  of  the  pipeline  to  tap  the 
North  Slope’s  oil.

THE  HAIR  PLACE' 


SEVILLE,  Fla.  (AP)  -  Ike  Ward 
voted  for  the  first  time  92  years  ago. 
Or  maybe  it’s  only  84.  He  isn’t  sure 
because  the  candidate  was  Grover 
Cleveland,  who  ran  successfully  both  in 
1884  and  1892. 


Anyhow,  says  the  1 13-year-old  Ward, 
“That  was  before  you  were  bom.” 

‘‘I  believe  if  a  person  wants  to  be 
recognized  as  an  American,  then  he 
ought  to  vote,”  the  lean,  spry  Ward 
says.  “If  you  aren’t  registered,  then 
you  shouldn’t  be  able  to  live  in  the 
United  States.  Everybody  ought  to 
vote.” 


Ward  was  born  a  plantation  slave  in 
1862  at  Boxley,  Ga.,  and  is  now  the 
oldest  registered  voter  in  this  part  of 
central  Florida.  He’s  one  of  the 
country’s  oldest  citizens,  too. 

Sitting  in  the  shade  of  the  oaks  that 
surround  his  tiny  home  in  this  Volusia 
County  community.  Ward  discusses 
politics,  his  many  wives  and  freedom. 

He  recalled  a  trip  to  Africa  with 
other  freed  slaves  sometime  after  the 
Civil  War.  Soon  disillusioned,  he 


returned  home  to  work  for  17  years  on 
the  plantation  where  he  was  born. 

He  came  to  Florida  in  the  early  part 
of  this  century.  To  those  who  doubt 
his  age,  he  shows  a  birth  certificate  on 
which  his  master  recorded  his  birth  at  9 
a.m.  on  Christmas  Day,  1862.  He  also 
has  a  Social  Security  certificate 
testifying  to  his  age. 

Ward  remembers  the  difficulties 
encountered  by  blacks  who  wanted  to 
cast  their  ballots  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  19th  century. 

“There  were  men  hanged  for 
registering  to  vote,”  he  said,  a  frown 
furrowing  on  his  face. 

Since  the  first  ballot  for  Cleveland, 
Ward  says,  he’s  always  voted  a  straight 
Democratic  ticket,  with  one  exception. 

“Richard  Nixon  is  the  only 
Republican  I  ever  voted  for.  And  I  can 
tell  you,  1  won’t  ever  vote  for 
another,”  he  says.  “I  just  followed  the 
crowd,  you  know.” 

But  he  defends  Gerald  Ford.  “He’s 
the  President.  I  don’t  think  bad  things 
should  be  said  about  him.” 

Ward’s  never  campaigned  for  anyone. 


New  spaces 
aid  parking

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Two  men  acquitted 
in  pollution  bottle 


ALEXANDRIA,  Va.  (AP)  -  Two 
chemical  executives  accused  of  trying 
to  cover  Up  Kepone  pollution  in,  the 
James  River  were  acquitted  Thursday 
of  conspiracy  charges. 

U.S.  District  Judge  Robert  R. 
Merhige,  who  heard  the  case  without  a 
jury,  declared;  “I  simply  am  not 
satisfied  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt. 
It’s  as  simple  as  that.” 

The  two  defendants,  Frank  L.  Piguet, 
52,  and  Gerald  P.  Williams,  36,  both 
executives  of  Allied  Chemical  Corp., 
stood  as  the  judge  announced  Ws 
verdict.  They  showed  no  emotion. 

The  judge  reached  his  verdict  less 
than  an  hour  after  he  declined  to  throw 
out  the  charges  and  the  defense  rested 
its  case  without  calling  any  witnesses. 

The  trial  was  the  legal  climax  of  a 
dramatic  and  far-reaching  pollution 
episode  that  halted  some  commercial 
fishing  in  parts  of  the  Chesapeake  Bay 
and  the  James  River  and  raised 
concerns  about  the  health  impact  of 
Kepone  on  chemical  plant  workers. 

Kepone  is  a  white  powder  used  in  ant 
and  roach  poisons.  It  has  been  found  to 
cause  cancer  in  animals,  according  to 
government  studies. 

U.S.  Atty.  William  B.  Cummings  said 
at  the  outset  of  the  trial  that  it  was  a 
major  test  of  pollution  laws  and 
enforcement  methods. 

The  government’s  case  relied  to  a 
large  extent  on  the  testimony  of  Virgil 
A.  Hundtofte,  a  former  plant  manager 
for  Alhed  Chemical’s  Hopewell,  Va., 
agricultural  products  plant,  where  the 
alleged  dumping  took  place  in  the  early 
1970s. 

During  SVi  hours  of  cross 
examination  by  defense  attorneys 
Wednesday,  Hundtofte  stuck  to  his 
contention  that  he  and  other  Allied 
officials,  including  Piguet  and  Williams, 
conspired  to  conceal  from  the  U.S. 
Army  Corps  of  Engineers  and  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  that 
a  plant  at  Hopewell  was  dumping 
untreated  Kepone-ladden  waste  at  150 
gallons  a  minute  into  a  creek  that 
empties  into  the  James  River. 


“We  were  withholding  information,” 
Hundtofte  testified.  “We  understood 
what -we  were  doing,”  , 

He  said  company  officials 
rationalized  that  they  would  avoid 
having  the  federal  government  order 
Allied  to  install  costly  interim 
treatment  equipment  or  even  shut 
down  the  facility. 

He  said  the  idea  was  to  gain  time  for 
Allied  to  clean  up  its  refuse. 

In  addition  to  the  Kepone,  the  unit’s 
discharges  also  included  amounts  of 
theic  and  taic,  used  in  making  plastics. 

Hundtofte  has  pleaded  guilty  to  a 
misdemeanor  count  of  conspiracy  and 
no  contest  to  80  other  counts  of 
polluting  Virginia  waters  with 
Kepone-contaiminated  waste.  Most  of 
those  charges  arise  from  Hundtofte’s 
1974-1975  operation  of  a  Kepone 
plant  in  Hopewell  after  he  left  Allied. 

Two  other  former  Allied  officials 
have  pleaded  guilty  to  lesser  offenses  in 
the  case.  In  addition,  the  company  has 
pleaded  no  contest  to  940  counts  of 
dumping  chemical  wastes  into  the 
James,  although  it  won  the  dismissal  of 
conspiracy  charges  against  it.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  There  is  no 
Mafia,  says  an  Italian-American 
sociologist  who  once  believed  in  it  and 
says  he  has  been  called  “every  name  in 
the  book”  for  debunking  it. 

At  least,  says  Joseph  L.  Albini  of 
Wayne  State  University,  there’s  no 
secret  Sicilian  society. 

“Italians  like  other  groups  have 
participated  in  organized  crime,  but 
Mafia  as  a  secret  society  does  not  exist, 
and  never  did.” 

He  said  that  in  1965  an  Italian 
parliamentary  commission  established 
to  study  the  question  of  Mafia  in  Sicily 
found  no  secret  society. 

However,  earlier  this  year,  the  Italian 
parliament’s  anti-Mafia  commission, 
mandated  specifically  to  “investigate 
the  phenomenon  of  the  Sicilian  Mafia,” 
concluded  after  1 3  years  of  study  that 
the  Mafia  did  exist  and  was  thriving. 

And,  Albini  noted  that  the  Kefauver 
Committee  in  1950  and  the  McClelland 
Committee  in  1963  both  concluded 
that  the  secret  Sicilian  Mafia  existed  in 
the  United  States. 

He  said  belief  in  the  Mafia  has 
allowed  the  American  public  to  “hide 
from  itself  the  fact  that  corruption, 
sale  of  illicit  liquor  and  drugs, 


participation  in  illegal  gambling  and 
other  illicit  activities  were  not 
enterprises  which  were  forced  on  the 
American  public  by  this  sinister 
organization.”

Steelworkers  OK 
top  job  for  blacks 


LAS  VEGAS  (AP)  -  The  United  Steelworkers 
convention  approved  the  creation  of  two  new 
executive  posts  Wednesday,  clearing  the  way  for  a 
black  to  hold  a  top-echelon  job  for  the  first  time  in 
the  union’s  40-year  history. 

The  delegates  also  heard  from  Democratic  vice 
presidential  nominee  Walter  F.  Mondale,  who  said  the 
Republican  ticket  “offers  nothing  to  the  working 
men  and  women  of  this  country.” 

The  Minnesota  senator  said  President  Ford  voted 
against  minimum  wage  measures  six  out  of  seven 
times  in  his  24  years  in  Congress. 

The  United  Steelworkers  delegates,  who  represent 
1.4  million  members,  are  expected  to  pass  a 
resolution  endorsing  the  Carter-Mondale  ticket  before 
the  convention  ends  Friday. 

Meanwhile,  the  resolution  to  amend  the  union’s 
constitution  expanding  the  number  of  executive 
positions  from  three  to  five  was  passed 
overwhelmingly  by  the  4,200  delegates. 

An  additional  vice  president’s  office  was  created. 
The  post  is  to  be  fiUed  immediately  by  the  25- 
member  executive  board. 

Steelworkers  President  I.W.  Abel,  who  says  he 
wants  the  interim  appointment  to  go  to  a  black,  wiU 
recommend  a  candidate  for  the  post.  Abel  has  not 
indicated  who  might  get  the  job,  but  the  union’s 
black  caucus  has  submitted  a  list  of  1 1  possible 
candidates. 

The  office  of  secretary-treasurer  will  also  be  divided 
into  two  positions,  but  the  present  holder  of  that 
post,  Walter  Burke,  will  continue  in  office  until  the 
union’s  election  next  February,  when  both  new  seats 
will  be  vacant.

“M-A-S-H.” 

What’s  it  like  to  work  in  tandem  with 
George  C.  Scott? 

“George  thinks  I  fuss  too  much  over 
my  work,  and  I  have  to  tell  him,  ‘Not 
everyone  can  act  as  easily  as  you.’ 
Usually  our  interpretations  coincide. 
It’s  just  that  I  sometimes  have  a  little 
problem  with  execution.” 

An  accomplished  actress,  Trish  Van 
Devere  suffers  under  the  condition  of 
all  members  of  her  craft:  the  lack  of 
roles  for  women. 

“I  did  a  picture  a  few  years  ago  that 
was  a  woman’s  picture,  ‘One  is  a 
Lonely  Number,’  about  a  woman  in  a 
divorce  situation,”  she  said.  “It  was  a 
nice  project,  but  it  wasn’t  pushed  and 
it  got  little  notice.  Perhaps  if  it  were 
released  today,  the  reception  might  be 
different.” 

Like  Jane  Fonda,  Ellen  Burstyn, 
Barbra  Streisand  and  others,  Trish  is 
combatting  the  male-oriented 
entertainment  world  by  devising 
projects  of  her  own.  She  is  planning  a 
one-woman  show  based  on  the  life  of 
Victoria  WoodhuU,  a  colorful  19th 
century  American.

A  computerized  dimming  system  is 
scheduled  to  be  installed  beginning  Dec.  6  in 
the  de  Jong  and  Pardoe  Drama  Theaters, 
HFAC. 

According  to  Dr.  Charles  Henson, 
associate  professor  of  theater  and  cinematic 
arts  installation  of  the  new  system  will 
automatically  control  the  lighting  for  plays 
and  musicals. 

More  cues  ^ 

“The  new  system  will  give  us  the  potential 
of  many  more  light  cues  than  are  now 
possible  with  our  manual  system,”  said  Dr. 
Henson.  He  explained  there  are  80  to  120 
light  cues  or  lighting  changes  in  a  normal 
production.  With  the  present  system,  the 
intensity  of  each  of  the  200  stage  spotlights 
must  be  adjusted  individually  on  a  board  of 
dimmer  levers.  It  takes  the  operator  about 


two  minutes  to  adjust  the  control  board  for 
a  lighting  change  with  the  manual  system. 

With  the  new  system,  a  cassette  tape 
containing  the  light  cues  for  the  production 
will  be  used.  The  operator  will  pull  a  single 
lever  each  time  a  lighting  change  is  to  be 
made,  and  the  computer  will  automatically 
adjust  the  lights  as  the  cassette  tape  directs. 

The  tape  recorder  in  the  system  makes 
possible  an  infinite  number  of  light  cues  in 
one  production.  If,  for  example,  the 
memory  capacity  of  one  tape  is  used  up 
during  the  first  act,  another  tape  can  be 
inserted  for  the  second  act. 

The  new  system  will  also  eliminate  the 
chance  of  lighting  errors.  Since  the  cues  will 
be  carefully  recorded  in  advance,  instead  of 
being  set  up  quickly  during  a  production, 
the  lighting  will  always  be  correct.  The 
operator  will  be  able  to  call  up  the  cues  out 
of  order  by  using  a  number  keyboard. 

An  operator  with  no  experience  with  the 
new  system  can  be  trained  in  about  an  hour. 


said  Henson.  A  BYU  operator,'  who  used  a 
similar  computerized  dimming  system  at  the 
Hill  Cumorah  Pageant,  was  taught  how  to 
use  the  system  just  prior  to  the  dress 
rehearsal.  Althou^  he  had  no  previous 
experience  with  the  system,  Hensen  said,  he 
operated  the  lights  during  the  rehearsal  with 
only  one  minor  error.  “Because  operation  of 
the  new  system  is  easy  to  learn,  it  will  be 
quite  a  teaching  tool,  and  teaching  is  what 
our  department  is  striving  to  do,”  he  said. 

Latest  development 

This  computerized  system  is  the  latest  in 
lighting  technology,  according  to  Henson. 
The  Strand-Century  dimming  machine  is 
constructed  in  modules,  which  makes  repairs 
easier  than  with  the  hard-wired  manual 
system,  since  each  modular  circuit  board  can 
be  individually  taken  out  and  repaired.  With 
the  manual  system,  the  whole  board  must  be 
torn  apart  to  make  repairs.

Blood  conference 
held  by  specialists 

Medical  technologists  and  blood 
bank  specialists  gathered  at  BYU  for  a 
conference  in  immunohematology,-a 
science  dealing  with  blood  typing  and 
transfusions. 

Experts  from  all  over  the  country 
addressed  the  conference  held  August 
23-27.  Subjects  included  the  use  of 
frozen  blood,  testing  for  hepatitis, 
using  blood  tests  for  paternity 
exclusion,  and  the  classification  of  new 
blood  group  determinants. 

“A  person’s  blood  is  as  individual  as 
his  fingerprint,”  Sandra  Cullimore, 
supervisor  of  the  blood  bank  at  Utah 
Valley  Hospital,  said.  “Most  of  the 
research  currently  being  done  is  to 
make  blood  transfusions  safer  and 
more  effective.” 

Blood  is  classified  into  the  familiar 
types  and  categories  such  as  type  O 
positive.  Miss  Cullimore  said,  but  it  has 
many  other  individual  features.  Some 
of  these  are  known,  she  said,  but  others

BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  —  Moslem  leftists  charged 
that  Israel  was  massing  troops  ,and  tanks  on  its 
northern  border  to  move  into  southern  Lebanon. 

The  Moslems’  Beirut  radio  claimed  that  Israeli 
troops  had  already  crossed  the  border  and  encircled 
the  Christian  village  of  Ein  Ibil.  The  leftists  claimed 
on  Wednesday  that  the  Christian  villagers  asked  for 
Israeli  protection  after  a  clash  with  Palestinian 
guerrillas. 

Lebanese  reporters  visiting  southern  Lebanon  said 
Israeli  patrols  were  moving  back  and  forth  across  the 
border  at  will.  Some  said  they  saw  Israeli  officers 
directing  traffic  on  Lebanese  soil. 

The  Christians  in  effect  confirmed  the  report  of  an 
Israeli  buildup.  The  Christian  Phalange  party’s  radio 
station  said;  “The  guerrillas  themselves  are  to  blame 
for  Israel’s  current  military  concentrations  because  of 
their  unwarranted  provocations  in  the  South.” 

The  Moslems  accused  the  Christians  of  provoking

Other 
ports  are  threatened  by  Syrian  troops  backing  the 
Christians. 

Hospital  officials  estimated  that  more  than  100 
persons  were  killed  and  170  wounded  during  the 
night.  Eight  Sudanese  soldiers  from  the  Arab  League 
peace  force  were  reported  among  the  wounded  .  They 
were  manning  a  post  at  the  crossing  point  on  the 
no-man’s  land  between  the  Christian  arid  Moslem  sectors 
of  Beirut.

A  reporter  told  Levi  his  praise  of 
Kelley  could  be  construed  to  mean  he 
was  not  considering  asking  the  FBI 
director  to  resign.  “I  don’t  think  you 
should  conclude  anything,”  Levi 
responded. 

Asked  whether  he  thinks  Kelley 
should  have  refused  the  gifts,  Levi 
replied,  “Well,  I  think  you  have  to 
know  more  about  it.”  He  said  he 
received  staff  reports  on  the  situation 
Monday,  but  sent  them  to  Deputy 
Atty.  Gen.  Harold  R.  Tyler  before 
reviewing  them  himself. 

Department  sources  said  the  gifts 
include  a  $200  walnut  table,  a  $250 
clock,  a  $250  easy  chair  and  a 
handmade  teak  and  mahogany  jewelry 
box.

Students  having  trouble  finding  a 
class  may  be  surprised  to  find  it  located 
in  one  of  the  temporary  “B”  buildings 
located  south  of  the  Wilkinson  Center 
and  east  of  the  engineering  building.

Major  race  riot  strikes 
white  area.  Cape  Town 

JOHANNESBURG,  South  Africa  Street,  one  of  Cape  Town’s 
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(AP)  -  Riot  police  fired  tear  gas  and 
charged  more  than  3,000  colored,  or 
mixed  race,  demonstrators  in 
downtown  Cape  Town  today  in  the 
first  major  racial  violence  in  a  white 
area  of  the  city.  Hundreds  of  colored 
students  were  reported  arriving  at  Cape 
Town’s  railway  station  to  join  the 
protesters,  who  were  rallying  to  show 
solidarity  with  South  Africa’s  blacks. 

Police  used  the  tear  gas  after 
demonstrators  smashed  a  police  truck 
with  stones  and  scaffolding  poles  from 
a  building  site.  Screaming  and  choking 
bystanders  ran  for  cover  in  nearby 
shops  and  office  buildings. 

Traffic  in  the  area  came  to  a  halt  as 
the  demonstrators  marched  through 
the  center  of  town,  rocking  cars  and 
molesting  whites.  Elderly  women  were 
knocked  down  in  a  baton  charge  by 
police,  and  pedestrians  in  Adderley 


main  arteries,  fled  for  refuge. 

The  demonstrators  then  broke  up 
into  several  groups.  One  group  marched 
past  the  Houses  of  Parliament  and  a 
larger  group  gathered  in  Greenmarket 
Square. 

There  were  no  reports  of  serious 
injuries. 

Over  800  blacks  have  been  detained, 
many  under  laws  providing  indefinite 
detenion  without  trial,  as  the 
government  moved  to  crush  widespread 
rioting  in  segregated  black  and  colored 
townships  across  the  country  since 
June  16. 

Prime  Minister  John  Vorster  rejected 
Secretary  of  State  Henry  A.  Kissinger’s 
criticism  of  South  Africa’s  racial 
policies,  saying  “moral  lessons  and 
threats”  from  outsiders  will  not 
influence  his  government. 


Sources  said  that  other  senators  and  a  group  of 
House  members  following  the  lead  of  Rep.  Benjamin 
Rosenthal,  D-N.Y.,  are  prepared  to  whittle  away  at 
the  Saudi  Arabia  share. 

In  an  llth-hour  concession,  the  Ford 
administration  trimmed  its  Saudi  request  to  850

A  Senate  staff  study  published  Aug.  2  said  U.S. 
arms  sales  to  Iran  have  been  chaotic  and  are  “not  yet 
fully  under  control.”  Noting  that  about  1,500 
Defense  Department  personnel  are  assigned  in  Iran, 
the  report  said  that  in  the  event  of  a  clash  in  the  area 
“the  United  States  personnel . .  .could  become,  in  a 
sense,  hostages.” 

Proxmire,  vowing  a  floor  fight,  said,  “Iran  and 
Saudi  Arabia  are  maneuvering  for  military  dominance 
in  and  around  the  Arabian  Gulf.” 

He  objected  also  that  the  Mavericks  and 
Sidewinders  ticketed  for  Saudi  Arabia  could  be 
turned  against  Israel.  He  said  that  arming  Pakistan, 
which  is  to  receive  $80  million  in  weapons,  could 
spark  another  arms  race  with  India. 

Since  1972,  Iran  has  received  $10  billion  in  U.S. 
arms  and  Saudi  Arabia,  running  a  strong  second,  has 
picked  up  $6  billion  worth.  Iran  would  get  the  bulk 
of  the  newest  arms  package  —  $4.4  billion.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  His  political 
power  destroyed  by  scandal,  Wayne  L. 
Hays  chose  resignation  from  Congress 
as  the  only  way  left  to  halt  the  House 
ethics  committee’s  investigation  into 
payroU-sex  charges. 

The  Ohio  Democrat  quit  late 
Wednesday  after  a  two-day  effort  by 
his  aides  to  negotiate  an  end  to  the 
ethics  committee  investigation.  The 
ethics  panel  quickly  terminated  the 
probe  when  Hays  resigned. 

Hays’  resigiiation  ended  28  years  in 
Congress  during  which  he  built  his 
chairmanship  of  the  House 
Administration  Committee  into  a 
pinnacle  of  legislative  power. 

The  power  he  wielded,  sometimes 
with  seeming  arrogance,  began  to 
crumble  three  months  ago  when  the  payroll-sex 


charge  by  Elizabeth  Ray  touched  off  a 
Capitol  Hill  scandal  that  involved  sex 
allegations  against  half  a  dozen 
congressmen. 

Sources  close  to  the  ethics 
committee  said  one  reason  Hays 
wanted  to  halt  the  panel’s  inquiry  was 
his  concern  that  the  publicity  and  lurid 
details  would  put  too  much  emotional 
pressure  on  his  wife,  Pat. 

House  Speaker  Carl  Albert  told 
newsmen  after  he  received  Hays’ 
resignation  letter:  “I  think  he  did  it  to 
save  his  family.” 

Hays’  press  secretary,  Carol  Clawson, 
said  earlier  this  week  that  Mrs.  Hays 
had  suffered  emotional  stress. 

The  resignation  came  two  days  after 
the  ethics  committee  voted  to  begin 
hearings  into  the  allegations  that  Hays 
put  Miss  Ray  on  the  payroll  of  the 


•  Administration  Committee,  although 
she  had  little  to  do  other  than  provide 
him  with  sex.

The  ethics  panel  had  said  it  would 
continue  with  its  plans  for  hearings, 
despite  a  plea  that  Hays  was  too 
mentally  depressed  to  defend  himself. 

Although  the  resignation  halted  the 
ethics  panel  hearings,  it  does  not  affect 
federal  grand  jury  and  Justice 
Department  investigations  of  the 
charge.  But  there  have  been  reports 
that  those  probes  are  stalled  because  of 
a  lack  of  corroboration  of  Miss  Ray’s 
story. 

Hays’  resignation  was  read  to  the 
House  about  an  hour  after  being  delivered  to 
Albert,  but  it  produced  no  visible 
reaction  from  the  congressmen  present.

The  Senate  bill,  passed  in  July, 
would  establish  a  permanent  special 
prosecutor  to  probe  alleged 
wropgdoing  by  government  officials.

There  are,  of  course,  notable  exceptions;  players 
like  Mel  Olson,  now  a  member  of  Edwards’  staff,  who 
came  back  to  win  all-conference  honors.  But  the 
exceptions  have  been  isolated  to  the  point  where  it 
tends  to  bolster  the  belief  rather  than  prove  it  wrong. 

Thus  the  missionary  counts  on  the  ’76  squad  flies 
in  the  face  of  a  theory  that  has  been  generally 
supported,  even  accepted,  as  a  fact  of  life.  Not  only 
are  these  young  men  in  dark  suits  and  white  shirts 
who  traverse  the  earth  returning,  some  even  profess 
to  be  as  strong  or  stronger  than  when  they  left. 

“The  only  reason  a  returned  missionary  can’t  make 
it  back  as  an  athlete,  if  he  had  it  to  start  with,  is 
desire,”  says  Zwahlen,  who  won  a  starting  berth  as  a 
receiver  opposite  Jay  Miller  in  1973. 

“If  they  had  the  ability  to  play  before  they  left,” 
echos  Edwards,  “and  if  they  stUl  have  the  desire  when 
they  return,  then  they  can  still  cut  it.  But  it  takes  a 
little  time  to  develop  the  proper  mental  and  physical 
conditions.” 

Reynolds,  too,  is  a  believer  in  coupling  desire  with 
conditioning. 

“Once  back  on  the  practice  field,  it  was  like  I’d 
never  been  gone  at  all,”  he  observed.  “Football  just 
doesn’t  change  that  much.  It  still  takes  deshe  to  make 
the  team;  that  drive  to  achieve.  What’s  more,  I  think 
that  most  returned  missionaries  can  approach  it  with 
more  maturity  than  they  had  before.” 

Devotion 

The  missionary  records  of  both  Zwahlen  and 
Reynolds  indicate  a  strong  devotion  to  that  cause 
during  the  two  years  they  were  gone.  This  was 
prompted,  no  doubt,  by  their  personal  desire  to  serve 
well  in  their  respective  fields  of  labor. 

But  during  the  time  they  were  gone,  both  Lance 
and  Lynn  made  a  point  of  staying  in  good  physical 
condition.  Both  rose  early  (5:30  a.m.)  and  jogged  for

half  an  hour  before  settling  down  to  study  and  the 
usual  missionary  regimen.  In  Seattle  it  often  meant 
covering  a  couple  of  miles  in  inclement  weather.  The 
image  of  Reynolds  (6-3,  270  pounds)  cutting  through 
Seattle’s  early-morning  rain  and  mist  comes  through 
sharply. 

“I  was  hoping  for  a  mission  call  within  the  United 
States,”  confesses  Lance,  “because  I  thought  it  would 
be  difficult  to  find  clothes  my  size  in  a  foreign 
country.” 

Finding  the  right  size  for  Reynolds  was  a  problem 
in  1973,  the  year  he  won  a  starting  berth  with  the 
Cougars.  Even  though  his  weight  may  vary  from  255 
to  270,  Lance’s  visage  remains  one  more  of  power 
and  strength,  rather  than  excessive  pounds. 

Surveying  Reynolds  one  day  prior  to  his  departure, 
Edwards  observed  in  Mark  Twain  fashion,  “Lance 
sometimes  I  think  we  need  a  fat  football  player  more 
than  the  Church  needs  a  fat  missionary.” 

Despite  his  considerable  displacement,  Reynolds’ 
frame  contains  a  warm  heart,  plenty  of  desire  and  the 
natural  talents  of  a  fine  athlete.  In  fact,  it  will  take  an 
outstanding  lineman  to  keep  Lance  out  of  a  starting 
berth  this  fall. 

Along  with  his  other  qualities,  Lance  can  be 
credited  with  foresight. 

Familiar  personnel 

“I  was  familiar  with  the  personnel  on  the  1974 
team,”  said  Lance,  “and  as  I  was  leaving  for  my 
mission,  I  told  my  dad,  ‘This  team  (1974  edition)  is 
going  all  the  way  to  the  Fiesta  Bowl.” 

Fortunately  for  Lance,  his  prep  day  fell  on  the 
Friday  when  the  Cougars  met  Oklahoma  State  in  the 
Fiesta  Bowl  nine  months  later,  and  he  was  able  to 
watch  the  game  on  television. 

Zwahlen,  since  he  was  laboring  in  Japan  at  the 
time,  had  to  forego  that  pleasure.  But  he,  too,  kept  in 
shape  by  jogging  daily  in  and  around  Tokyo. 

Interest  in  football  is  growing  in  Japan,  and  Elder 
Zwahlen  encountered  one  investigator  who  shared  an 
interest  in  the  game.  The  man,  who  was  a  quarterback 
on  one  of  the  few  football  teams  in  Japan,  was 
eventually  baptized  along  with  the  other  members  of 
his  family. 

Lynn  returned  to  campus  last  March,  enrolling  on 
the  block  plan.  He  was  a  3.65  student  before  leaving, 
and  will  pursue  a  major  in  pre-dentistry. 

Physically,  Zwahlen  found  his  wind,  thanks  to  the 
jogging,  to  be  fine.  But  the  pounding  and  cutting  in 
spring  drills  did  produce  some  discomfort  in  his  legs. 
By  the  end  of  spring  practice,  however,  he  was  back 
in  good  condition. 

“Right  now  I’m  probably  in  better  shape  than 
when  I  left,”  he  noted,  “but  that’s  a  personal 
judgment.” 

Like  the  other  17  returned  missionaries  on  the 
squad,  Lynn  is  impressed  with  the  winning  attitude  of 
Edwards’  present  team. 

Keen  competition 

“The  competition  among  receivers  is  very  keen,” 
Lynn  said  after  a  particularly  hard  scrimmage  near 
the  season  opener.  “We  have  six  receivers  who  have 
started  at  one  time  or  another.  It  seems  like  the 
whole  program  has  improved  tremendously  since  I 
left.” 

The  improvement,  coincidentally,  may  be  related 
to  the  quality  and  character  of  the  players  recruited 
by  Edwards  and  his  staff.  But  the  veteran  coach  still 
faces  the  uncertainty  of  “when  the  mailman  cometh” 
with  summons  from  Salt  Lake  City. 


Roster-trimming 
Monday  for  NFL 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Veteran 
quarterback  Norm  Snead  may  have 
found  a  new  home,  but  for  many  of 
the  National  Football  League  hopefuls 
the  dream  will  be  over  by  Monday 
afternoon. 

The  NFL  teams,  with  the  exception 
of  the  two  expansion  franchises,  must 
pare  their  rosters  to  43  players  by  next 
Monday.  Seattle  and  Tampa  Bay,  the 
new  teams,  will  be  allowed  to  carry  49 
players  for  the  first  two  regular  season 
games  and  45  after  that.  However,  only 
43  players  can  be  dressed  for  a  game. 

Currently,  the  established  teams  are 
carrying  up  to  49  players  while  the  two 
expansion  clubs  can  have  up  to  60. 
And  those  limits  do  not  include  rookies 
who  played  in  the  College  All-Star 
game. 

“V/e  agreed  on  a  flat  43-player 
limit ...  by  a  clear  21-7  vote,  which  is 
what  we  needed  for  passage,”  NFL 
Commissioner  Pete  Rozelle  said. 

Club  owners  held  an  all-day  meeting 
Wednesday  to  hammer  out  the  team 
size.  Rozelle  said  some  owners  wanted 
a  40-player  squad  while  some  others 
wanted  43  on  the  active  roster  with  a 
taxi  squad.  Under  the  limits  finally 
agreed  upon,  there  will  be  no  taxi 
squads. 

The  owners  also  extended  the 
inter-conference  trading  deadline  to  2 
p.m.  MDT  Wednesday.  The 
intra-conference  trade  deadline  is  Oct. 
19,  the  Tuesday  following  the  sixth 
week  of  the  regular  season. 

The  commissioner  said  the  owners 
did  not  discuss  Tuesday  night’s 
decision  by  the  player  representatives 


to  table  a  contract  offer,  in  effect, 
rejecting  it. 

“I  was  disappointed,”  Rozelle  said  of 
the  NFL  Players  Association  action.  “I 
would  have  liked  to  have  seen  the 
player  raps  approve  what  (NFLPA 
President  Dick)  Anderson  has  approved 
and  seen  the  owners  ratify  itToday.” 

The  union  said  the  contract  offer  was 
tabled  “pending  further  negotiations 
and  clarifications.” 

Rozelle  noted  that  the  contract 
would  have  meant  jobs  for  more 
players.  The  proposed  contract 
reportedly  calls  for  a  43-man  squad 
limit  with  a  four-man  taxi  squad. 
Under  that  plan,  the  28  teams  would 
have  1 12  more  players. 

“I  think  we’ll  have  to  check  with 
Dick  Anderson  to  see  what  obstacles 
there  were  that  caused  the  tabling,” 
Rozelle  said.  “We’d  heard  there  were 
some  legal  hurdles.” 

Under  the  “Rozelle  rule,”  if  two 
teams  could  not  agree  on  compensation 
for  a  player  who  had  played  out  his 
option  and  signed  with  another  team, 
Rozelle  could  determine  what 
compensation  the  team  losing  the 
player  would  get. 

However,  a  Minnesota  judge  ruled 
the  “Rozelle  rule”  was  illegal.  The 
proposed  contract  included  a 
modification  of  the  rule.  A  source  close 
to  Ed  Garvey,  executive  director  of  the 
NFLPA,  said  he  feared  approval  of  the 
measure  would,  in  effect,  reinstate  the 
“Rozelle  rule”  although  it  already  has 
been  knocked  down  by  the  courts  and 
would  leave  the  union  open  to  law  suits 
by  the  players. 


Y  soccer  to  play  Alumni 
after  win  over  All-Stars 


DENVER  (AP)  —  Six  universities  dominate  the 
WAC  15-year  All-Star  defensive  football  team  and 
specialists  as  chosen  by  sports  writers  and 
sportscasters,  WAC  ■  commissioner  Stan  Bates 
announced  Thursday. 

BYU  placed  two  on  the  first  and  one  on  the  second 
team.  Arizona  State  -  led  by  the  only  unanimous 
choice,  former  middle  guard  Curley  Culp  -  placed 
five  players  on  the  12-man  first  unit.  Wyoming  and 
Arizona  also  had  two  players  each  on  the  team,  and 
one  Colorado  State  player  was  selected. 

Utah  punter  Marv  Bateman  and  kick  returner  Steve 
Odom  joined  Wyoming  place-kicker  Jeipr  Depoyster 
as  first-team  selections  among  the  specialists. 

Representing  BYU  on  the  first  team  were  end  Keith 
Rivera  and  tackle  Paul  Linford,  both  of  whom  were 
members  of  the  1974  title  team.  Linford  was  an 
AU-WAC  selection  three  years.  Landing  a  spot  on  the 
second  team  was  back  and  kick  returner  Chris; 
Farasopoulos,  who  played  for  the  Cougars  from 
1968-70. 

The  eight  WAC  schools  placed  names  in  nomination 
and  the  voting  was  done  by  43  members  of  the 
media.  The  only  requirements  were  that  the  athletes 
have  concluded  his  eligibility  and  have  placed  at  least 
one  year  in  the  conference,  which  was  formed  in 
1962. 

Culp,  named  on  all  43  ballots,  twice  was  an 
All-WAC  performer  during  his  three-year  career  at 
ASU  from  1965-67.  He  also  captured  an  NCAA 
heavyweight  wrestling  crown  before  turning  to  pro 
football  with  Kansas  City  and  now  Houston.

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Raiders  favored 
to  rule  AFC  West; 


try  for  ninth  title 


OAKLAND  (AP)  -  With  George  Blanda 
gone,  will  pro  football  be  the  same? 

Well,  no  one’s  betting  the  final  standings 
in  the  American  Football  Conference’s 
Western  Division  will  be  much  different. 
The  Oakland  Raiders,  with  rookie  Fred 
Steinfort  in  Blanda’s  old  placekicking  job, 
are  heavy  favorites  to  win  their  ninth  title 
in  1 0  years. 

The  Raiders’  11-3  record  last  year  left 
them  far  ahead  of  Denver,  6-8  and 
runner-up  a  third  consecutive  time.  John 
Ralston,  at  the  end  of  a  five-year  coaching 
contract,  was  without  the  services  of  star 
running  back  Otis  Armstrong  and  key 
blockers  last  season  and  probably  will  lose 
his  job  if  the  Broncos  don’t  make  a  strong 
run  at  Oakland  this  year. 

The  Kansas  City  Chiefs  are  calling  this  a 
rebuilding  year  and  the  San  Diego  Chargers 
hope  the  young  players  who  struggled 
through  a  2-12  season  in  1975  have 
matured  into  winners.  Former  University 
of  Southern  California  Coach  John  McKay 
is  realistic  enough  to  say  that  four  or  five 
victories  would  make  it  a  most  satisfying 
season  for  his  new  Tampa  Bay  Buccaneers. 

“We  have  a  built-in  weakness  as  a  team 
because  the  players  haven’t  played  much 
together,  even  though  some  are 
experienced,”  said  an  official  of  the 
expansion  team  whose  proven  talent 
collected  from  other  National  Football 
League  teams  includes  quarterback  Steve 
Spurrier,  tight  end  Bob  Moore,  offensive 
linemen  Mike  Current  and  Howard  Fest 
and  defensive  lineman  Pat  Toomay. 

Conversely,  the  Raiders  have  the  built-in 
strength  of  experienced  hands  back  for 
another  try  at  the  AFC  title.  Coach  John 
Madden’s  team  has  lost  the  last  three 
championship  games  to  teams  which  went 
on  to  Super  Bowl  triumphs-the  Miami 
Dolphins  in  1974,  the  Pittsburgh  Steelers 
the  past  two  years. 

The  passing  of  Ken  Stabler,  who  has  two 
of  the  NFL’s  top  receivers  in  Fred 
Biletnikoff  and  Cliff  Branch,  and  a  veteran 
line  makes  Oakland  one  of  the  game’s  most 
feared  offensive  teams. 


The  most  experienced  player  in  NFL 
history,  the  48-year-old  Blanda,  is  gone,  of 
course,  and  fullback  Marv  Hubbard  may 
miss  the  season  because  of  a  shoulder 
injury.  Moore,  starting  tight  end  for  three 
years,  went  to  Tampa  in  the  expansion 
draft  and  linebacker  Gerald  Irons  was 
traded  to  Cleveland. 

“We’ve  lost  some  players,  but  we’ve 
added,  too,  and  I  think  we’ve  improved 
ourselves,”  says  Madden. 

“We’ve  got  Ted  Kwalick,  who  joined  us 
late  last  season,  and  Ted  Hendricks  might 
be  considered  new  since  he  didn’t  start 
much  last  year,”  the  coach  notes. 

Former  San  Francisco  49er  Kwalick 
figures  to  share  tight  end  duties  with  Dave 
Casper,  whom  Madden  calls  the  most 
improved  young  player  on  the  team,  and 
Hendricks  joins  Phil  Villapiano  and  Monte 
Johnson  in  the  starting  linebacking 
threesome. 

The  new  “old  man”  of  the  Raiders, 
assuming  he  makes  the  club,  is  former 
Kansas  City  linebacker  Bobby  Bell,  36. 

One  of  Bell’s  longtime  teammates  with 
the  Chiefs,  quarterback  Len  Dawson,  has 
retired  at  age  41 .  Denver’s  all-time  leading 
rusher,  Floyd  Little,  is  another  big  name 
missing  this  year. 

Steinfort,  soccer-style  kicker  from 
Boston  College,  may  be  the  most  closely 
watched  rookie  in  the  NFL  since  he’s 
taking  over  for  Blanda,  who  totaled  2,002 
points  and  seemed  intent  on  playing 
forever. 

But  the  No.  1  choice  in  the  college  draft, 
defensive  end  Leroy  Selmon  from 
Oklahoma,  is  in  the  AFC-West  along  with 
his  brother  Dewey,  both  with  McKay’s 
Bucs.  Other  important  newcomers  in  the 
division  include  former  Dolphin  runners 
Mercury  Morris  and  Jim  Kiick  at  San  Diego 
and  Denver,  respectively,  and  rookies  Ron 
Walters  and  Jimbo  Elrod  at  Kansas  City. 

Denver’s  Armstrong,  who  led  the  NFL  in 
rushing  with  1,407  yards  in  1974,  went  on 
the  injury  list  last  year  and  four  offensive 
linemen  joined  him,  three  with  taroken  legs. 
Armstrong  appears  fully  recovered  and  top

Kansas  City  Coach  Paul  Wiggins  said 
after  a  5-9  finish  in  1975,  his  first  season, 
“Most  teams  who  have  gone  through  the 
rebuilding  process  have  had  to  take  one  or 
two  steps  backwards  before  they  got 
moving  again.  We  may  be  no  exception. 


Mike  Livingston  and  former  World 
Football  League  passing  leader  Tony 
Adams  are  battling  for  the  Chiefs’ 
quarterback  job.  Preseason  injuries  have 
hampered  running  backs  Ed  Podolak  and 
Woody  Green  and  safety  Tim  Gray,  who  all 
will  be  needed  for  the  Chiefs  to  show 
improvement  in  the  regular  season. 


The  two  chief  contenders  in  the  Eastern  Division  of 
the  National  Football  League’s  American  Conference 
clash  head-on  for  the  first  time  this  season  earlier 
than  ever. 

And,  by  the  time  Miami  visits  Baltimore  in  the  fifth 
week  of  the  season,  it  may  already  be  apparent  which 
is  the  hungrier  team,  the  deposed  Dolphins  or  the 
“Cinderella”  Colts,  who  ended  the  Dolphins’ 
four-year  division  reign  a  year  ago. 

The  other  three  teams  in  the  division  -  Buffalo, 
New  England  and  the  New  York  Jets  —  appear  a 
notch  or  two  behind  Baltimore  and  Miami,  both  of 
which  posted  1 0-4  records  last  season. 

Buffalo  finished  at  8-6  in  1975,  but  the  Bills  since 
have  lost  superstar  O.  J.  Simpson,  plus  veteran  players 
from  an  already  porous  defense.  Both  the  Jets  and 
the  Patriots  were  3-1 1  last  year,  and  they  also  are 
undergoing  changes. 

“Being  knocked  out  of  the  playoffs  for  the  first 
time  since  1969  should  make  our  team  hungrier  than 
ever,’’ said  Miami  Coach  Don  Shula. 

Baltimore’s  Ted  Marchibroda,  NFL  Coach  of  the 
Year  in  his  first  season  as  head  coach,  recognizes  the 
hazards  following  the  miracle  turnabout  of  the  Colts, 
who  were  2-12  in  1974. 

“Some  teams  didn’t  respect  us  last  season  and  we 
were  able  to  take  advantage  of  it,”  Marchibroda  said. 
“But  not  this  year.  They  know  all  about  us  and  we 
won’t  be  able  to  sneak  up  on  anybody.  Hopefully,  we 
can  carry  over  our  enthusiasm  and  confidence  into  a 
new  season.” 

Based  on  preseason  competition,  it  won’t  be  easy. 
After  winning  their  first  two  exhibitions,  giving  up 
just  three  points,  the  Colts  dropped  their  next  three 
mile  playing  uninspired  ball. 

In  addition,  Baltimore  made  what  appars  to  be  a 
dangerous  gamble  by  trading  veteran  quarterback 


second  by  a  10-7  score  in  overtime. 

Injuries,  which  plagued  Miami  last  season,  still 
troublesome  factor  as  the  new  season  approach® 
Shula,  whose  record  ranks  No.  1  among  active 
coaches,  was  expected  to  move  as  decisively  in 
area  as  he  did  in  dispatching  unhappy  veterat 
Scott  and  Mercury  Morris  to  other  teams  in 
weeks.  ' 

The  Colts  can  hardly  expect  to  start  1976  the 
they  finished  last  year,  with  nine  consecutive, 
season  victories  and  one  more  in  the  playoffs 
being  eliminated  by  the  Super  Bowl  champic 
Pittsburgh  Steelers. 

But  neither  can  they  afford  to  lose  four 
first  five  games  as  they  did  a  year  ago.  Thej 
respectability  from  the  start.  A  comeback  w 
be  as  easy  a  second  time  around.  j 

Jones  was  the  NFL’s  No.  4  passer  last  year, 
of  15  notches  in  one  year,  with  2,483  yards 
touchdown  passes.  Lydell  Mitchell  ranked  tl 
rushing  with  a  club  record  1,193  yards,  op 
behind  a  line  which  was  stablized  when  tackle 
Kunz  was  acquired  in  a  trade.

The  Baltimore  defense  led  the  league 
quarterback  sacks  in  1975,  but  the  rush  1 
almost  nonexistent  in  exhibition  games  whi 
John  Dutton  is  sidelined  with  an  injury.  It  ' 
needed,  however,  to  help  a  secondary  still  lean 
work  together. 

The  Colts  have  had  other  serious 
injuries,  but  they  pale  in  comparison  to 
Miami.  However,  the  Dolphins  won  their 
preseason  games.

DOVER,  Del.  (AP)  -  “The  response 
is  unbelievable  .  .  .  people  have  been 
waiting  for  this,”  exclaimed 
Wilmington  drug  store  owner  Charles  J. 
O’Connor  as  he  began  distribution  of 
Delaware’s  controversial  lottery  tickets 
tied  to  National  Football  game  results. 


State  officials  weren’t  able  to 
estimate  how  many  of  the  two  million 
tickets  prepared  for  two  games, 
“Touchdown”  and  “Scoreboard,”  were 
distributed  Wednesday,  the  kickoff  day 
for  the  new  lottery  games.  They  say  it 
will  be  some  time  before  first-week 
sales  figures  can  be  estimated. 


But  O’Connor  said  he  distributed 
between  500  and  600  tickets  wtihin 
the  first  three  hours  of  business 
Wednesday,  and  spot  checks  with 
several  other  agents  generally  showed 
similar  brisk  business.

Simmons  said  he  expected  most  players 
to  take  tickets  home  over  the  weekend 
and  watch  preseason  games  and  study 
the  situation  before  marking  their 
choices  and  placing  bets  of  $1  to  $10 
on  the  games.  The  first  tickets  are  for 
the  weekend  of  Sept.  12  when  the  NFL 
season  begins. 

It  appeared  certain  that  in  addition

actually  lost  its  fire  because  of  efforts 
to  adopt  a  good  guy  immage?” 

Connors  bristled  as  if  he  had  been  hit 
across  the  eyes  with  a  telephone  pole. 

“I  have  changed  off  the  court,  I 
haven’t  changed  a  bit  on  the  court,”  he 
said.  “If  I  blow  a  shot,  I  can’t  be  like 
Arthur  Ashe  and  show  no  emotion.  I’ve 
got  to  talk  to  myself.  I’ve  got  to  do 
things  that  get  me  up  for  the  match. 

“If  that  offends  people,  I  am  sorry. 
You  guys  said  I  was  a  louse  when  I  was 
15.  I  didn’t  think  I  deserved  it  then. 
But  I  got  to  like  it.  The  fans  like  it.  It 
draws  customers. 

In  the  past,  Connors  and  his  closest 
friend  on  the  tour.  Hie  Nastase,  have 
been  the  Peck’s  Bad  Boy  Twins  of  the 
tennis  circuit. 

Connors  has  affected  a  tough, 
insolent  image.  He  has  bounced  around 
the  court,  his  shoulders  hunched,  his 
jaw  squared,  blowing  on  his  hands  like 
a  fighter  readying  a  knockout  punch. 

He  has  carried  on  a  lingering  feud 
with  the  tennis  brass,  fans,  and  the 
press.  For  a  long  time  he  wasn’t  on 
speaking  terms  with  most  of  his  fellow 
pros,  ducking  their  tournaments  and 
hauling  them  into  court. 

Some  people  blamed  his  antics  on 
Riordan,  who  found  a  gate  attraction 
in  building  Connors  up  as  a  villain. 
Others  claimed  they  were  the  result  of 
association  with  Nastase,  the  fiery 
Romanian. 

Connors  has  admitted  he  was 
misguided  in  some  areas  but  now  insists 
that  behavioral  patterns  have  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  cooling  off  of 
his  tennis  game. 

“Nobody  will  ever  dominate  tennis 
the  way  I  did  in  1974,”  Connors  said, 
recalling  his  victories  at  Wimbledon  and 
Forrest  Hills  and  his  two  big  money 
matches  in  Las  Vegas.
